It  is  advisable  to  make  repeated  sowings  in  order 
that  a constant  supply  of  tender  young  roots  may  be  had  throughout  the  season. 
Seed  may  be  sown  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  into  good 
condition.  Sowings  should  be  made  for  succession  at  least  once  a month 
up  to  the  end  of  July.

Rutabagas  are  also  called  Swedes,  Swedish  Turnips, 
or  Russian  Turnips.

Turnips  develop  best  during  cool  weather,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Philadelphia  a fine  crop  can  be 
grown  from  seed  sown  early  in  the  spring.  But  T urnips  are  most  important  as  a fall  crop.  For  fall  or 
winter  use  sow  the  seed  between  the  middle' of  July  and  August  20  in  rows  not  less  than 
18  inches  apart,  and  cover  with  K to  K inch  of  fine  soil.  The  most  popular  method, -however,  is  to 
broadcast  the  seed  either  between  the  rows  of  corn  or  in  the  cultivated  orchard.  The  early  white 
varieties  are  often  sown  as  a catch  crop  after  early  Potatoes.

These  are  all  hardy  annuals  of  easiest  culture.  Almost  any  kind 
of  soil,  but  preferably  one  rich  in  humus  and  moisture,  containing 
plenty  of  well- rotted  manure,  should  be  chosen.  They  need  an 
open  location  and  plenty  of  moisture.  Sow  the  seed  when  the 
trees  are  coming  into  leaf.

Within  recent  years  the  Everlasting  Flowers  have  again  become 
very  popular.  They  were  great  favorites  with  our  grandparents, 
who  grew  them  for  garden  decoration  and  winter  bouquets.  They 
are  easy  to  grow  and  bloom  freely  and  continuously  during  sum- 
mer and  fall,  requiring  no  special  kind  of  soil  or  care.

The  wide-awake  gardener  begins  sowing  early  in  the  spring,  and  sows  succession  crops 
throughout  the  summer,  until  late  in  the  fall.  Succession  crops  are  most  important, 
since  they  provide  fresh  vegetables  for  fall  and  winter  use,  and  a cellar  full  of  stored 
vegetables  is  a good  investment. 

The  dates  apply  to  the  vicinity  of  Philadelphia  and  localities  with  similar  weather 
conditions,  where  the  first  light  fall  frosts  occur  about  the  middle  of  October  and  severe 
frosts  around  the  first  of  November.  The  outdoor  sowing  season  begins  late  in  March  or 
early  in  April,  depending  on  the  condition  of  the  ground.  In  cooler  sections  sow  corre- 
spondingly later  in  the  spring  and  make  the  midsummer  and  fall  sowings  correspondingly 
earlier.

Plant  During  APRIL  in  the  Garden 

April  is  the  biggest  month  for  sowing  outdoors.  As  soon  as 
the  danger  of  frost  has  passed  and  the  ground  has  dried  out 
sufficiently,  spade  your  garden,  and  with  a rake  make  the 
surface  fine,  smooth,  and  even.  Sow  thinly. 

This  is  the  best  month  for  setting  out  all  kinds  of  Hardy 
Perennial  Roots,  Shrubs,  Hardy  Vines,  Fruit  Trees,  etc. 
Prepare  your  ground  in  advance  by  digging  holes  of  good 
size,  breaking  up  the  subsoil  and  mixing  it  with  topsoil  and 
well-rotted  manure,  or  decaying  leaves.  Fill  the  hole  up 
with  good  soil,  and  when  the  nursery  stock  arrives  it  will 
take  little  time  to  open  it  up  again  and  plant.

Plant  During  JUNE  in  the  Garden 

It  is  still  time  to  make  a garden  during  June  and  nearly  all 
flowers  listed  for  April  and  May  planting  will  give  good 
results  if  sown  now.  During  the  warm  June  weather  seeds 
will  germinate  quickly.  This  month  is  ideal  for  sowing 
perennial  seeds  in  a special  seed-bed,  so  that  the  plants  will 
be  of  good  size  for  setting  in  the  permanent  place  the  latter 
part  of  August  or  September.  You  can  still  start  your  lawn 
during  June  providing  you  can  water  it  regularly  during  the 
hot  summer  months.
